ROSCOMMON MAN’S 
MYSTERIOUS END 


-- 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 


AVING been twice charged with 
H murder, and once sentenced to death, 
as stated by counsel, Thomas Kelly, 


55-year-old native of County Roscommon, 
again stood in the dock yesterday morning, 


and listened to counsel arguing whether or 


not he should, for the third time, be indicted 
for murder. 


Some three hours later he walked down into 


the cells after hearing Mr. Justice Gavan 
Duffy reject an — that the indict- 
ment against him be quashed on the ground 
that it had been preferred without juris- 
diction, and that the Court had no juris- 
diction to try him on the alleged offence. 

At 11 o'clock this morning a jury will be 
sworn to try Kelly, who has been in custody 
for nearly a year and a half, on a charge of 
murdering Patrick Henry, 67-year-old drish- 
American, on or about September 10, 1935, 
Henry’s body was found maimed and burned 
in a house at Greatmeadow, Boyle, County 
Roscommon, where he and Kelly were stated 
to have lived together, almost four months 
after the murder was alleged to have taken 
place. 

At the first trial, which opened at the Cen- 
tral Criminal Court, Green street, Dublin, on 
November 10, 1936, and lasted five days, 
Kelly was found guilty and sentenced to be 
executed in Mountjoy Prison on December 3 
of the same year. Before that date, how- 
ever, his counsel appealed to the Court of 


Criminal Appeal against the conviction on 


the grounds that witnesses, not available at 
the trial, were available to prove that Patrick 
Henry had, in fact, been alive after the date 
on ES he was alleged to have been mur- 
dered, 

The Court of Appeal quashed the murder 
verdict, and ordered a re-trial in order that 
this additional evidence should be submitted 
to the jury. 

On =< 19 of this year Kelly again stood 
in the dock, charged with murder, and, after 
a trial lasting five days, the jury failed to 


agree. 

_ THE APPLICATION 

Yesterday’s application was that the indict- 
ment of murder preferred against Kelly be 
quashed on the grounds that it had been 
preferred without jurisdiction, and that the 
Court had no jurisdiction to try him on the 
offence. 

Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., who appeared 
with Mr. R. 8. Hogan (instructed by Mr.

NEVER CHALLENGED 


Jurisdiction had been frequently exercised 
in cases of misdemeanour where the first 
trial had been a nullity or a mis-trial. The 
right of the Attorney-General,- where there 
has been a disagreement of a jury, to pro- 
ceed to a re-trial until the prisoner had 
been acquitted or convicted, had never been 
challenged in this country. It had. been so 
well established and recognised a precedent 
and practice that it was rather difficult to 
find many authorities upon the subject. 
But there were some who appeared to lay 
it down beyond yea or nay. 


**NOT FULLY TRIED” 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that the 
application could only, succeed on the clearest 
and plainest grounds, and, in his opinion, 
far from having strong grounds for support. 
it was clearly unsustainable. -There had 
been a partial and abortive trial last April, 
and Mr, Brereton Barry claimed that, not- 
withstanding the disagreement of the jury 
at that trial, the accused man had been 
re-tried, so that the order of the Court of 
Criminal Appeal was spent. It would be 
singular if the ends of public justice were 
satisfied by abortive proceedings, and he 
found no warrant under the Courts of 
Justice Act for any such decision. The fact 
was that the re-trial had never been com- 
pleted. He was clearly of opinion that the 
motion failed because the indictment had 
not yet been disposed of and the accused man 
had not been fully tried. 

The accused man was brought below. 


Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that the 
trial would begin this morning at 11 o'clock,

The lecturer, who was introduced by Com-

This is why 
there is in the heart of every human being a 
desire for improvement, for progress into 
better things, better living, greater freedom, 


toy aud security. w 
he way of true scientific progress, as 
taught by Christ Jesus, is the way of 


spiritual enhghtenment, a way of instruction, 
the correction of false material beliefs with 
spiritual facts. To apprehend a divine fact 
and al'ow it to govern our thinking and 
living in place of its opposite false belief, is 
true progress. The Christian Séience text- 
hook, “* Science and Health with Key to tha 
Scriptures,’ by Mary Baker Eddy iA 129), 
says that if we wish to know the spiritual 
fact, we “can discover it by reversing the 
material fable, be the fable pro or con—be 
it in accord with (our) preconceptions or 
etterly contrary to them.” In this scientific 
process of reversal we discover that poverty 
is not a fact, disease is not a fact, sin is not a 
fact, war is not a fact, death is not a fact, but 
in spiritual reality’ abundance is a fact, 
sinlessness and health are facts, peace is a 
fact, Life is a fact. -“ The ieicitusl reality is 
the scientific fact in all things ” (Science and 
Health, p. 207). This is a very comforting 
thing to remember when’ we are told, as we 
so oiten are, that we “‘ must.face the facts.”’ 
'This- demand to face the facts usually means 
something most disagreeable and, at times, 
most ternfying. One may, for example, be 
called upon to face what materia medica has 
Ponounced the fact of an incurable disease. 
Vhat is the spiritual reality in such a case; 
the scientific fact to which we turn our think- 
ing, and which we face with confidence and 
trust? Even this: in divine Science the 
health of man is an established, inviolate fact, 
a pure state of spiritual being. 

That fact cannot be disputed, displaced, or 
destroyed by any opposite belief, no matter 
how desperate that belief may be pronounced 
by so-called medical laws. Sickness or 
disease, of whatever name or nature, can no 
more disturb, or destroy the health of man in 
God’s image and likeness, than can the belief 
that two times two is ten alter the fact it is 
four.

Disorder in Palestine 


The disorder in Palestine has reached 
truly dangerous proportions. Outrages 
have become so frequent that only the most 
“sensational ” of them seem worthy to be 
chronicled in the Press of these islands. 
It had been hoped that the application 
of Great Britain’s iron hand would prove 
sufficient to deter the revolutionaries, as 
it had proved so often in the past; but 
now, as it appears, they are organised so 
well, and imbued with such a spirit of 
violence, that even the extraordinary 
measures of recent weeks have been 
insufficient to put them under control. 
The disorder became particularly acute 
during the week-end. On Sunday six 
Arabs and a Jew were killed in Jerusalem, 
while seven Arabs and five Jews were 
wounded. Tha initiative was not entirely 
on the Arab side; for, while one of the 
outrages which resulted in death was the 
work of Arabs, fwo others seem to have 
occurred in consequence of attacks by 
Jewish extremists upon Arabs. Yesterday 
something in the nature of a pitched battle 
took place in the hills adjoining 
Jerusalem, when three companies of 
British troops, reinforced by aeroplanes 
and police, were sent in search of a band 
of Arab rebels. In addition, there was 
commotion in the city’s shopping centre, 
the railway station attached to a Jewish 
settlement was burned down, and a Jewish 
police patrol was attacked by armed Arabs. 
It is difficult to attach the blame for these 
episodes upon any responsible group; for 
even the authorities in Palestine are 
fighting tery largely in the dark. Several 
weeks have passed since the members of the 
Arab Higher Committee, who had been 
the spear-head of the nationalist move- 
ment, either were deported from the Holy 
Land or forcw4 to flee; but their removal 
seems ratuer to have given the movement 
a fresh impetus than to have damped its 
ardour. 

It is possible that the removal of the 
Higher Arab Committee actualiy has in- 
creased the difficulty of maintaining order. 
Since it vanished the Arab revolutionaries 
appear to have split into their ccmponent 
parts, every one of which is conducting 
its own irregular war against British, 
Jews, and Arabs of different political per- 
suasions. The situation is complicated by 
the fact that the extreme Zionists are 
more than willing to accept the Arab 
challeng» rather than rely upon their 
British piotectors. In all the circum- 
sLances, nobody can tell how soon order 
will be restored—if it is restored at all. 
There -are reports this morning of an 
attempt, under British auspices, to 
strengthen the position of the “ moderate.” 
Arab leaders; but nobody who has 
followed affairs in Palestine during the 
last few months can believe that 
‘‘ moderate’? methods will appeal to the 
fiery youths who make daily raids upon 
the railway stations and roads, or produce 
their carefully concealed guns in populous 
markot places. Until recently the whole 
force of Arab rancour was directed against 
the Jews, who, as they were taught, were 


| pouring into Palestine with the intention 


of absorbing it. Now the expulsion of 
the Jews is only a secondary object; the 
chief enemy is Great Britain,. the 
mandatory Power, which has let such 
things be. This new doctrine has been 
inculcated sedulously by the Italian 
broadcasting stations, which daily pour a 
flood of anti-British propaganda into the 
ready ears of the Near East. The Arabs 
are taught that Britain’s whole purpose 
is to weld her hold more and more firmly 


‘upon Palestine, which she proposes to 


rule through the agency of the grateful 

Jews; they are reminded constantly that 

T. E. Lawrence promised them sovereignty 

twenty years ago; and they are given more 

than a hint of Italian help when the real 

day of revolt arrives. Propaganda of this 

kind cannot fail to impress a semi- 

civilised people. | |

| Cost of Protection 


The Secretary of the Iri#h Creamery 
Managers’ Association told a meeting at 
Thurles that they would accept a world 
price for butter on condition that they 
were pérmitted to purchase their farming 
and domestic requirements at a world 
price. In this manner the Association 
challenges the Minister for Agriculture to 
take away the protective restrictions which 
the creameries have enjoyed for several 
years, and return to the system of un- 
restricted trading. This is the most 
damaging commentary that yet has been 
made upon the policy of the Government, 
and a clear indication that an important 
section of the farmers has come to regard 
that policy as detrimental to their 
interests. ‘ Yet, if any section of the com- 
munity might. be expected to have 
benefited from the growing system . of 
tariffs, levies, bounties and subsidies, it 
would have been the farmers, This in- 
dication that, in their own considered 
opinion, the system not only is not con- 
ducive to their welfare, but is actively 
working against their interests, is a mortal 
blow. There are aspects of the matter 
which the Secretary of the Irish Creamery 
Managers’ Association does not seem to 
have examined with any thoroughness. He 
desires that farmers should be placed in 
a position wherein they could purchase 
their agricultural and domestic needs in 
a world market and at world prices. What 


stuffs which are declared to be from 60 to 
80 per cent. above those prevailing else- 
where are produced mainly by the farmers 
themselves, and that they derive any 
benefits which accrue from that part of 
the Government's policy. It is hardly 
fair criticism for a body of farmers whose 
raw materials are produced on their own 
and their neighbours’ lands to cavil at 
the higher prices which the subsidisation 
of the crops and the restriction of the 
market offer to them. It may be granted 
that the cost of producing milk is higher 
in Saorstát Eireann than in other parts of 
the British Isles; but the. reason why it 
is higher is that the farmers themselves 
are receiving higher prices for the produce 
fed to cattle. Other branches of manu- 
facturing industry—and it must not be 
forgotten that butter is a manufacturing 
industry for this purpose—are compelled 
to import the raw materials needed in 
their businesses, and must pay import 
duties upon these goods. If the butter in- 
dustry were in a similar situation there 
would be good grounds for the contention 
that it is unduly hampered by the higher 
prices of its raw materials. Actually the 
situation is that what the farmer gains on 
the roundabouts he may be losing, for the 
moment, on the swings; but for the 
greater part of the past five years the 
farmer bhas bee collecting indis. 
criminately from swings and roundabouts. 
A world shortage of butter, which is to all 
appearances temporary, offers the dairying 
industry a better price outside than in 
the home market; and at once an outcry 
is made that a scheme which has served 
the industry well for a number of years 
is now strangling it. The extent of the 
difference in price is but twopence a pound 
against the creameries now, but when the 
price was from three to fourpence a pound 
in their favour neither Mr, Semple nor 
any other responsible official on behalf of 
the organised creameries suggested that 
the ordinary consumer of butter was com- 
pelled to pay too much “' for domestic re- 
quirements.”

TT has been decided that Lord Halifax is 
i to go to Berlin for a series of talks with 
Herr Hitler, and it is untrue that there 
has been any change in his plans. The 
outburst in the Nazi newspapers yesterday, 
following upon forecasts made here as to 
the subjects to be discussed by Lord 
Halifax and Herr Hitler, has died away, 
and in Berlin, while there is still some 
criticism, talk of postponing the meeting 
has been frog: Lord Halifax expects 
to arrive’in Berlin on Wednesday. There 
has been speculation in political circles 
as to the attitude of France in connection 
with the talks, but it appears that they 
are to take place with the full knowledge 
and approval of the French Government. 
Mr. Eden during his stay in Brussels con- 
sulted M. Delbos on the proposed visit to 
Berlin, and of the purport and scope of 
the conversations. is adds to their im- 
portance, as any result satisfactory to this 
country will be welcomed in France, as it 
must have a favourable repercussion or 
the international situation generally. 


Rome is Suspicious 


In diplomatic circles it is suggested to- 
day that the visit of Lord Halifax to 
Berlin aroused suspicion in Rome that 
something might take place which would 
not be of benefit to Italy, and, therefore. 
it was decided that the time had arrived 
when there should be a meeting between 
representatives of Great Britain and Italy 
on lines similar to those of the Berlin 
conversations. © When recently Britain 
and France suggested to Italy that there 
might be a series of talks about the situa- 
tion in the Mediterranean a refusal came 
from Italy to the effect that such conversa- 
tions could not be entered into without 
Germany, and it was the hope in Rome 
that Berlin would have acted in a similar 
manner regarding the Halifax-Hitler con- 
versations. Berlin did not do this, how- 
ever, and Italy came to the conclusion 
that the conversations might lead to a 
weakening of the Berlin-Rome axis, which 
had to prevented. This in some 
measure accounts for the reports which 
have been circulated to create resentment 
in Germany regarding the demand for the 
return of her former colonies. 


A Statement of Policy 


In the House of Lords on Wednesday 
Lord Allen of Hurtwood will propose a 
resolution inviting the Government to 
state a comprehensive policy regarding the 
grievances and disabilities from which 
certain nations are suffering. It is most 
improbable that the Government will give 
what he will deem a sufficient answer, and 
he will probably be referred to what has 
been already said by Mr. Chamberlain. 
It is not the intention of the Government 
to interfere with the informal exchange of 
views about to take place with Germany 
by declaring in advance a detailed policy.

Anti-Nazism in Austria 


The German Government is not 
altogethe: happy over the understanding 
between Austria and Czechoslovakia in the 
form of the recent economic negotiations 
which have been taking place between 
Austria, Hungary and Czechoslovakia, 
more particularly as these have some 
relation to the anti-Nazi movement in both 
Austria and Hungary. Of late it has been 
noted that the Nazi influence in the 
Austrian Government has been declining, 
and Dr. Schuschnigg has delivered several 
anti-Nazi speeches, while in Hungary 
leaders of the organisations favourable to 
thé Nazis have been arrested on charges 
of high treason. Nor is this all that 
Austria is doing, as she is negotiating 
financial and trade treaties with. other 
Danubian States, and has signed « trade 
agreement with Soviet Russia, under 
which she will import agricultural 


products in exchange for machinery and 
steel.

new injustice, ’’ but firmly opposed tax privileges to speculators. 


Later the message said that it was high time the United 
States had legislation to. prohibit child labour and under- 


cutting of labour. 


Committees went through the formality of notifying the Presi- 
dent by telephone that Congress was assembled, after which the 
members of the House listened silently and attentively to Mr. 


Roosevelt’s message. 


After the reading of the message both Houses adjourned until 


to-day. 


MATTER OF DEFINITE CONCERN

“Since the adjournment 
has been a marked recession in indus- 
trial production, following a fairly 
steady advance for more than four 
rears. 

“The present decline has not 
reached serious proportions, but it 
has the effect of decreasing the 
national income, and that is a matter 
of definite concern, 

“ During the adjournment I sought to 
avail myself of the wisdom and advice of 
the managers of large industrial and 
financial enterprise, of the owners of smal] 
businesses in many lines, and of the repre- 
sentatives of agriculture and: labour. 

“ From long experience I place great 
value on this method of getting sugges- 
tions from every possible source. 


COMPLICATED PROBLEMS 


“ Single answers or simple slogans will 


not eure the complicated economic prob- |: 


lems which to-day face all nations. 

“" From theses conferences, and from other 
sources, many suggestions have come, 
some of them consistent with each other, 
and some at complete variance. 

“ But these discussions make it clear 
we have enough wisdom in the country to- 
day not only to check the present reces- 
sion, but to lay the ground for a more 
permanent recovery. “ 

“ With the exercise of ordinary prudence 
there is no reason why we should suffer 
any prolonged recession, let alone any 
general paralysis. 

“ Despite some maladjustments which 
can be corrected, the underlying conditions 
are not unfavourable. | 

““ Obviously an immediate task is to try 
to increase the use of private capital to 
create employment. Private enterprise, 
with co operation: on the part of the 
Government, can advance to higher levels 
of industrial activity than those reached 
earlier this year. If private enterprise 
does not respond the Government must 
take up the slack. 

“ A little later I will address you 
further with regard to proposals to 
¢ncourage private capital to enter the 
field of new housing on a large scale. 

““ On the subject of taxation Committees 
of Congress are already engaged on studies 
aimed at the elimination of any injustices 
in the tax laws. Unjust provisions should 
be removed, provided that such removal 
does not create a new injustice. 


INEQUITABLE BURDENS 


“ We should give special consideration 
to the lightening of inequitable burdens 
on the enterprise of the smal] business 
m of the nation. By special tax con- 
sideration they should receive a more 
equal opportunity to compete with their 
more powerful competitors. In this way 
we may also find assistance in our search 
for a more effective method of checking 
the growing concentration of economic 
control and the resultant monopolistic 
practices which persist to-day, despite the 
anti-trust statutes. 

‘Other matters, such as railways and 
other public utilities, were receiving Te 
newed examination. Because of thoroughly 
unsound finaneing over many years, the 
solutions would be frankly difficult. 

‘Phe present Message to Congress 
dealt only with four main objectives. Two 
related directly to the stabilisation and 
maintenance of the nation’s purchasing 
power, and the other two to the improve- 
ment of the machinery functioning in both 
the executive and legislative branches of 
the Federal Government.”

The Chinese argue that a boycott of 
imports and exports, a blockade, or 
boycott of shipping and a refusal of 
foreign loans are all effective weapons 
at the disposal of the Powers. which 
may be used against Japan.

OVING the second reading of 
the ‘Air Raid Precautions Bill 
in the House of Commons to-day, Sir 
Samuel Hoare (Home Secretary) said 
that during the four years of the 
Great War 300 tons of bombs were 
dropped in England. A much larger 
tonnage could be dropped: now in 
twenty-four hours, and such attacks 
could be continued for many. days. 
What had to be done was so to 
organise the defences of the country 
as to make it impossible for any 
Power to launch what, in effect, was 
called “a knock-out blow.”’ 


THE ESSENTIAL THING 


What they had to do was to make the 
aeroplane as little dangerous to the 
British Empire as they had made the sub- 
marine, but to succeed in that effort 
they must have a concentrated and well- 
balanced programme. It was essential to 
have a strong Air Force, sufficient to 
maintain the initiative in air-fighting; 
anti-aircraft guns supported by era Ús 
lights, and other methods of modern pro- 
tection, and thirdly they must have air 
raid precautions which would ensure the 
country against panic, and enable the 
essential services of the country to be 
maintained. By organising a comprehen- 
sive ground plan they would go far to 
guarantee the country against any stop- 
page of the national life. 

During the last two years a start had 
heen made, but what had to be done now 
was to prepare a much more comprehen- 
sive plan. This was a civilian field; it 
was also a local field, and the chief ace 
tivities must take place in the localities, 

The bill dealt mainly with the activi- 
ties of the Government and the local 
authorities. but it did not absolve the em- 
ployer of labour, nor even the house- 
holder, from protecting workmen and 
family to the utmost of their abilities. 
It had been estimated that it would take 
at least £1,500,000,000 to protect build. 
ings against direct hits from high-ex- 
plosive bombs, and even then the protec. 
tion might not be complete. The Govern. 
ment had, therefore, concentrated on 
affording protection from glass and splin- 
ters by the provision of shelters. 


GAS BOMBS 


Attacks by gas bombs were intended to 
destroy the morale of the population, 
That would be met by the provision of gas- 
proof shelters, decontamination, and care- 
ful instructions to householders as to 
methods of providing a gas-proof room in 
their own homes. In the past insufficient 
attention had probably been paid to the 
incendiary bomb. A medium-sized bomb 
could start 150 separate fires. The 
average number of fires in London in or- 
dinary times was about 13 a day. Advice 
was to be given to the householder as to 
how to deal with bombs when they 
dropped, and a new type of fire engine 
would patrol the streets. So far, ve 
satisfactory progress had been made with 
the production of these fire-fighting 
machines. It was proposed. that the 
Government should provide these emer- 
gency machines, and supply them to local 
authorities in all cases where necessary. 
This would be an item of considerable ex- 
pense, but it came within the category of 
supplies which must be provided centrally. 

These machines would be locally manned. 
There would be required a nucleus of 
whole time personnel and a large body of 
auxiliary helpers. The Government would 
make a grant towards the personnel. The 
Government had always taken the view 
that while the Exchequer was to carry the 
greater part of the expenditure, the local 
authorities must bear a share of the 
financial responsibility. The Government 
proposed to take upon themselves rather 
more than 90 per cent. of the total cr.t. 


REJECTION MOVED 


Mr. Herbert Morrison (Labour) moved 
tha rejection of the bill on the ground that 
it did not provide for the Government’s 
bearing the whole of the expenditure in- 
volved. The interests of the ratepayers, 
he said, should be protected in their 
relation with the State. The cost of this 
new service might very probably exceed a 
penny rate. He believed that if the Home 


Secretary would guarantee any expendi- 


ture in excess of a twopenny rate the local 
authorities would be disposed to accept the 
offer and cal it a deal. 

Mr. F. A. Sandys (Conservative) wel- 
comed the bill, but observed that it was 
belated. It ought to have been introduced 
three or four years ago. He suggested that 
there should be appointed a Director- 
General of Air Raid Precautions, and 
mentioned Lord Trenchard as an ideal 
man for the job.

burg line,” says a Reuter Shanghai 
telegram. 

While the attackers are con- 
centrating great strength at this 
point, they are also advancing 
steadily along the entire front, 
from the Yangtse estuary to 
Hangchow Bay. 

If they reach the present Chinese line, 
which is 90 miles in length, they will have 
control of roughly 4.000 square miles of 
territory all round Shanghai. 

The Japanese “trocps which had been 
landed on the Yangtse are now attacking 
Changshu, on which the Chinese left flank 
is pivoted. 


MOTOR JUNKS 


In the south an attempt is being made 
to dislodge the Chinese from Kashing, a 


large town 60 miles south-west of

“STREAM OF CARS” 


Maura McGinn (124), “ Convilla,’’ Kil- 
barrack, Co. Dublin, stated that she was 
standing on the footpath outside her home at 
zbout 6 p.m. on the evening of Baldoyle 
Races, facing towards Howth. She noticed 
a motor bicycle pass in the direction of 
Howth, and carrying two men. They were 
riding about a foot from the kerb. There was 
a stream of cars going in the Dublin direc- 
tion. She saw a green car coming from 
Howth, and then a black car began to pass 
out the green car, ‘‘ 1 saw the black car 
hitting the two men on the bicycle. The car 
was then on the side of the road where the 
motor bicycle had been—near the footpath 
on the right-hand side facing Dublin. One of 
the men fell half on the kerb and half on 
the road, and the other man fell near the 
wall, The cycle fell in front of the man who 
was lying on the kerb. The motor car went 
on towards Dublin, and as it passed me | 
saw that the two. doors nearest to me were 
open, and the occupants of the car were try- 
ing to pull them closed. I saw the driver of 
the car trying to shut the door nearest to 
him. I could not say how near to the foot- 
path on which I was standing the car passed. 
The green car stopped, and a man got out and 
stood on the road. I saw the man who was 
nearest the wall being carried across the road 
and put into a motor car.” 


“THE BLACK CAR” 


In reply to Mr. Lavery, the witness said 
that the ‘bus going into town sometimes 
stopped near the cemetery.. She. had been at 
the cemetery with her grandmother, who 
had gone to Baldoyle that afternoon. It was 
while on her way home from the cemetery 
she saw the accident. She could not say uf,

when the black car pulled out to pass the 
green car, the green car also pulled out. 'The 
black car was over near the kerb when pass- 
ing the green car, but she did not see the 
green car pulling out. She admitted that 
she had told a Mr. Taylor that she thought 
it seemed as if three cars had pulled suddenly 
right across the road. She could not remem. 
ber the colour of the third car. 

Herbert Moreau (145), 2 Grace Park avenue, 
Drumcondra, said he cycled to Red Rock with 
Michael Gibson for a bathe on Saturday, 
28th August, and on their way back, shortly 
after 6 p.m., near Kilbarrack Graveyard, two 
ears passed them, one a few seconds after 
the other. They were about fifty yards in 
front of them. ‘‘One swerved to pass out 
the other, and when the cars were abreast |! 
heard a crash. The outside car was about 
four or five feet from the kerb on the right- 
hand side, and the other car was about two 
feet from the tram lines on the left-hand 
side. The car on the inside continued on 
for about twenty yards and then stopped 
The car that had passed out continued on, 
and I did not see it again. I saw two men 
lying on the roadway—one on the path and 
one at the kerb—and a motor cycle near one 
of the men. A man on the road waved his 
hands, and shouted to stop the oncominy 
cars from Baldoyle.. I waited on the opposite 
kerb near the tram line while my companion 
went over to’ look at the bodies.” I noticed 
that the clothes were torn on the body which 
lay at the kerb, and the man was bleeding.” 


HAD CLEAR VIEW 


Witness added that he had a clear view ci 
the two cars when the crash occurred. 

To Mr. Lavery, the witness said he did not 
think many cars passed them between Bal- 
dovle Cross and Kilbarrack. There were 
about ten or twenty yards between the two 
cars when they passed him. 

Mr. Reddin—Did you at any time see three 
cars in a row on the road ’—No. 

You think that the outside car was dark? 
Yes. 

You are certain there were not three cars 
in a row at any time’—Yes. 

Michael (Gibson (144), 88 Brian road, 
Marino, who corroborated, stated that the 
man who got out of the car which stopped 
was shouting out the registration of a motor 
car. Witness did not remember the number 
the man called out. i : 

In reply to Mr. Lavery, the witness said

Mr. D. forde Nagle, who presided at the 
annual meeting of the Cork Chamber of 
Commerce, 

A favourable feature of the development of 
the policy of self-sufficiency was the marked 
improvement in the quality of, the products. 
Produetion costs remained high by compari- 
soh with the mass-production mations. With 
an assured home trade, he believed it would 
be possible to develop the export side. Irish 
manufacturers “were already competing on 
world markets very successfully. Uther 
countries, as poor as ourselves, had built up 
great export industries by the genius of their 
people. The establishment of many branch 
factories here of foreign compauies would, ot 
necessity, limit the export trade, as this trade 
would be supplied by the parent companies. 


INDICATIONS 


A further indication of industrial progress 
was the. increase of 4.6 per cent, between 
July, 1936, and July, 1937, in the Depart- 
mept’s price index of ordinary stocks and 
shares of companies incorporated in the Free 
State, excluding railways. During those 
years of development the Irish public had 
shown their confidence in the future of m- 
dustrial Ireland by supporting the industries 
to the extent of mullions of pounds. The 
chairman of the Industrial Credit Company 
stated at the annual meeting in December 
last year that since the start of operations the 
company had handled capital issues of a net 
cash total of £3,9$8,400.: Issues of other com- 
panies in the same period were £2,508,642, 
and the total of all issues was £6,277,042. 
In the three years preceding the establish- 
ment of the Industrial Credit Company the 
total of public issues was £160,750. 


FARM DEPRESSION 

The value of output of agricultural products 
in 1929-30 was £64,865,000, in 1934-35 
£40 .536,000, and in 1935-26 £43,245,000. - 

The annual agricultural price indices, with 
the base in 1911-13 at 100, were:—In 1954 
83.6, in 1935 82.4, and in 1936 90.6. Though 
there has been a measure of improvement 
recent years, the income of the average Free 
State farmer, however, was still curtailed by 
the effect of the British Special Duties, The 


Te: Íarmer is not getting richer, and now 


Free State did not share to the full in 
the general world improvement. It was 
notoriously difficult to assess the 
financial condition of agriculture, as 
the position was obscured to some 
extent by various forms of assistance 


granted to the farmer. The land division 
policy, while laudable from the social view- 
point, entailed a steady increase in the dead- 
weight debt of the State, which had to meet 
approximately half the debt charges on the 
Land Bonds through which the scheme was 
financed. The. sugar, butter, wheat and 
maize meal schemes were made possible only 
by the payment of what was, in effect, a 
tax—in some cases by one group of farmers to 
another; in other cases by the whole consum. 
ing community. The -extensive machinery 
which had been introduced to assist the farmer 
was a costly item, and it was a matter for 
consideration whether better results might 
not be achieved by more direct methods. 


PAYING FOR IMPORTS 

While agricultural products still formed 
over 70 per cent, of the value of the exports. 
the percentage of| the value of the agricultural 
output which was exported moved from 48 ] 
per cent: in 1929-30 to 34.4 per cent. in 
1935-36, having fallen as low as 51.8 per cent. 
in 1934-35, further important point was 
that. the value of ‘imports was in 1936 as much 
as 86 per cent. of what it was in 1930, while 
the corresponding figure for the volume of 
exports was only 75 per cent. The statistics 
on this matter for June. 1937, were particu- 
Jarly striking, the volume of imports in that 
month being as much as 95 per cent. of the 
1930 monthly average; the corresponding 
figure for experts was only abéut 69 per cent. 
“The maintenance of a large volume of 


imports against a reduced quantity of exports 


must, he saia, give rise to some concern as 
to our balance of payments, particularly as 
the prices of our imports seem to be increas- 
ing at a (aster rate than our export prices. 
The preliminary figures of the 1936 balance of 
payments, published in the June, 1937, 
lrish Trade Journal, do seem to point to a 
slight debit on the Free Séate’s international 
yayments account, though, of course, the 
inherent difficulties of estimation make it 
necessary to accept such figures with reserve. 

It would be a negation of our efforts to 
industrialise the country, he said, if we were 
to allow the farmer to grow poor; for we 
must not forget that the farmer is the main 
market for all our goods—and the farmer is 
Ireland. '

The universities in Canton, Wuchang and 
Cheeioo, he said, are remarkably fine. 

Concluding, Mr. White said that Shanghai, 
the gateway of China, had a population of 
about three and a half millions, was a fasci- 
nating place, and had grown so rapidly that 
it became necessary to lay out a new civic 
centre outside the city, covering an area of 
about 520 acres. There was a pagoda 300 
feet high, and around it were the Mayor s 
residence, eight buildings, comprising the 
Bureau of the City Government; an audi- 
torium which seated 5,000 people, as well as 
a library, museum and art gallery. 

Chiang Kai-shek and his wife, he said, were 
among China’s greatest assets. It was this 
General who inaugurated the “ New Life 
Movement, and whose essential message was: 
‘“Fcr your own sake and for your country's 
sake amend your own life. Be clean in body 
and mind; be polite; abstain from repulsive 
nabits, and be strictly just in all your deal- 
ings.’’ This movement had sprecú to many 
parts of China, and tens of thousands of 
people wore its badge. It is a living force, 
and one of the most hopeful features in China 
to-day.

Sir Anthony Babington, K.C., Attorney- 
General for Northern Ireland, speakin 
to-night in Belfast, severely criticiaed 
some of the provisions of the Free State's 
new Constitution, and described the inclu- 
sion of Northern Ireland in that Constitu- 
tion as ‘‘ impudent.”’ 

The new Constitution, he said, 
to legislate not only for the South, but for 
Ulster; but the President of the Free 
State knew pertectly well that what was 
proposed was a pious aspiration, and that 
the South had no legislative right to do 
anything of the kind. He knew of no 
Government which could legislate for 
another community over which it had no 
jurisdiction. The inclusion of Northern 
Ireland in the new Constitution could only 
have been done as a warning and a menace, 
and if it had any effect on the people of 
Ulster at all it should be merely to stiffen 
their determination always to resist any 
attempt by force, or argument or chicanery 
to bring Ulster people under a Parliament 
of the whole of a Aa 

“I think,” he said, ‘ that something 
should be done to make it quite clear 
that under no circumstances whatever 
could any such jurisdiction ever be exer- 
cised over *3,, I do not know how it is to 
be done, but I shall make one suggestion, 
and it is thig: Our title has always been 
' Northern Ireland.’ It was so under the 
Government of Ireland Act. (1990), under 
which our Government was set up; and 
my suggestion is that it should be changed 
by law ‘from “Northern Iréland’ to 
‘ Ulster." (Applause.) It would be a 
lesson, not only to the people of the Free

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TRADE WITHIN THE EMPIRE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—1 should like to make two suggestions 
aimed at avoiding any possible misunder- 
standing arising from the haphazard com- 
mercial relations between the countries of the 
Empire. 

irstly, could not a system of efficient 
liaison between the trading interests of the 
United Kingdom and the Empire _ be 
established? Secondly, could not manufac- 
turing associations in all Empire countries 
orgarise a clearing house to review . the 
present situation and to provide for that equit-- 
able adjustment and control which would 
make for agreement in the future? A good 
deal of unnecessary overlapping and confusion 
exists to-day, simply because there is, in the 
field. of trade, no planned co-ordination 
between the Empire countries. 

Australia, íor example, as a result of; an 
exchange advantage, is able te compete un- | 
fairly with the Umted Kingdom manufacturer 
in his own market, notably in the case of 
woollen hose.- Hong Kong and Indian manu- 
facturers, with wage and working conditions 
comparable to those of Japan, can also under- 
mine the United Kingdom market. Where 
will this end? Under to-day’s conditjéns 
surplus manufacturing capacity will increase, 
If the United Kingdom is to become the 
happy trading ground of the Empire 
countries, then it must look forward to re- 
dundant factories, wage-cutting, a lower 
standard of living, and greater unemploy 
ment. 

Nothing but waste and confusion Would 
arise if two or three great’ United Kingdom 
companies, all manufacturing the 
article, decided, without reference to zones of 
trading, to set up factories abroad. They 
would, also, if they were Wise, appoint a 


liaison officer, who would exercise such a } 


control that, whilst the individual companies 
concerned competed in efficiency, they would 
not embark on that free competition in all 
markets, the result of which was bound to 
be, first. cost reduction, and, next, lower 
wage. rates and a _ corresponding loss of 
purchasing power. 

The time to act is now. A friendly and 
intelligent review of Empire trading relations 
will remove the possibility of any quarrel in 
the future when manufacturers of Empire 
countries will: have much more to lose than 
they have now as the result of a system the 
foundation of which is unsound.— Yours, etc.,

in 1932, and who was stated to 

-have become a drug addict was sentenced 

to nine months impzisonment at Dartford 

(Kent) yesterda: for being in possession of 
dangerous drugs. 

He was Charles John Fowell, described as 
a medica! studeu., and formerly a male 
nurse at a Londoa County Council hospital. 

He was als» charge’, under the Medical 
Act, with posing as a surgeov, and he was 
fined £5 o1 in defauli one month's imprison- 
ment, to run concurrently with the other 
sentence. He was also ordered to pay five 
guineas costs. 


PLEA OF GUILTY 


Powell pleaded guilty to the two charges, 
and Mi. C Gwatkm said that they occurred 
on December 10, 1935. (On that occasion 
he entered a chemist’s shop at Welling, 
Kent, and said that h. wanted various drugs, 
includine a tube of morphine sulphate 
tablets, On a ape of notepaper he gave a 
prescription and signed it ‘‘M.R.C.S.” He 
was supplied with the morphine sulphate, 
but the chemist’s assistant told him that the 
others were not in stock. 

Powe.: asked hin: to communicate with an 
address in Northumberland avenue. Later 
the chemist was unabl to find Powell at 
that address and the police were informed, 
and he was arrested later on his returu from 
Portugal. 

Mr. Gwatkin said that, unfortunately, this 
was not the first time Powell had appeared 
for similar offences. 


DETECTIVE’S EVIDENCE 


Detective-Sergeant Wright said that 
Powell marrie! a Portuguese girl. In 1925 
he left school at th: age of fourteen, and 
became a junior clerk. and when he was six- 
teen he was appointed. a nurse in the male 
receiving ward a. ; London County. Council 
hospital. 

Detective-Sergeant Wright said that in 
1952 Powell won £9,000 in an Irish .sweep- 
stake, but from that time he did no regular 
work until 1935, when he went to Portugal, 
and where h. taught English. 

Mr. D. O'Malley, who appeared for 
Powell, said that behind the case was a 
tragic story. Powell, who came of respectable 
parents, and was at one time in employment 
at a hospital, had become addicted to 
morphia. ce had become addicted, not 
through any depravity o* character, or even 
through associations, but as the result of 
a series of long and painful operations, in 
the treatment of which morpha was 
medically prescribed. 

In 1952 what must have appeared a piece 
of good fortune occurred, which was, in 
actual fact, the worst thing that could have 
happened—he won several thousand pounds 
in a competition. Tha: money he has now 
run comaprately through. He has no money 
at all of his own, and he depends upon the 
charity of his relations.
